THE NEW NUCLEAR POWER 


~China's Bomb Will Have Many Effects - 


WHat Mr. Dean Rusk said about 

China's déveicpment Of thé naclear 
bomb was no less important. because it 
was so painfully obvi- 
ous. The successful ex- 
plosion of a bomb, no 
matier.when it takes 
place, will not make 
China a nuclear power. 
She will, stili lack the 
vast industrial strength 
and technical skill 
which are essential to 
the production and use 
of nuclear we a pons. 
China has no force of

modern bombers even remotely capable 
of delivering the bomb on target if forced 
to do battle with the American Air Force. 
The development ofa’ missiles system 
tested for accuracy and invulnerable to 


syift annihilation in a surprise attack, wilt 
require many years of hard work and sus- 
tained achievement. 

All this means that China is not even 
a belated member of the nuclear club. She 
lacks ali the qualifications for such mem- 
bership,- She is simply a revolutionary 
state in the first process of arming herself 
with the new weapons. Whatever happens 
in the next two decades, China cannot 
begin to approach the strength of the 
present nuclear giants. 


Where Split Begins 

On all these points there is agreement 
between the U.S. and British .points of 
view. The divergences begin when one 
looks deeper at Chinese policy. 

In London the emphasis falls not on 


entrarice on the nuclear stage by her own 
prodigious efforts 

This achievement will reverberate 
through Asia. It -will do the prestige of 
Peking no harm. No new roads to conquest 
will be opened by the mere. possession. of 
the bomb; but her weak and vulnerable 
neighbors will have fresh proof of China’s 
stability and. power. All political plans 
and combinations will have to take this 
central fact into account. 

Against whom is China arming? Is it 
India or Russia or America? The most 
disturbing thing of ali is not that China 
is seeking nuclear power but that China is 
utterly without restraint or obligations in 
her. new adventure. China never signed 
the test ban treaty. She can use her huge 
area for experiments secfet ih design and 
perhaps sinister in purpose. Cut off from 
the United Nations, bound by no interna- 
tional treaties imposing a code of fair 
conduct, China stands somewhere between 
being a bad neighbor and an outlaw state. 
It is this regime, and not civilized France 
talking of an independent nuclear deter- 
rent, that is now giving us fresh anxiety, 


Anxiety’ Sustained 


Nor is the force of that anxiety greatly 
dimmed by our knowledge that it will take 
10 or 15 years for China to develop her 
delivery system. Nothing in our experience 
suggests ‘that we are very skilful in work- 
ing out plans -to meet so distant a con- 
tingent danger. This may éasily be, for us, 
not a margin of time but time lost. 

As for China, even a delay of 15 yeais 
is a trifle.
